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Prices    $>aid  for  American  apples  at  the  Hamburg  auction  Thursday, 
February  24.  1927,  ranged  from  $6.81  to  $9,00  for  barreled  varieties  in 
good  condition  and  from  $3.16  to  $4.38  for  good  condition  bcxed  stock, 
according  to  quotations  cabled  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit 
Specialist  in  Europe.     The  demand  is  active  for  all  high  grade  fruit  and 
supplies  of  all  varieties  are  moderate. 

The  present  high  prices  on  bar r ale d  apples  in  Hamburg  cannnt  be 
maintained,  states  Mr.  Smith.     The  prices  paid  in  Hamburg  on  February  24 
were  from  ip2.00  to  $3.00  per  barrel  higher  than  those  paid  for  the  sane 
varieties  and  grades  at  the  Liverpool  auction,  February  23.     This  price 
differential  in  favor  of  Hamburg  will  attract  shipments  from  British  mar- 
kets.    Such  shipments  of  course  will  affect  demand  and  prices  in  Hamburg. 
Prices  for  boxed  apples  were  also  maintained  on  a  high  level.    Extra  Fancy 
Ortleys  from  Oregon  ranged  from  $3.89  to  $4.38  per  box.    Extra  Fancy  Yellow 
New towns,  however,  sold  below  the  level  of  last^week  because  of  the  poor 
condition  of  the  fruit.
